(Ihe other Invmetere in the enterprise ere AECASSWAHY-3* A tense F100L 
and BOfcAK*) AOQLSSR-l's share in the investment was OvM 10,000, the 
bulk of which bo was forced to borrow* Ho wee the oxecuUv w a dalnl a tretor 
leader of the gro^ for several months shortly before hie departure for 
the United States* Since then, as the result of bis new UUARC mpolnt* 
■amt, ha has given only t>arUtine attention to the investment (the groqp'e 
station also serves as a sales outlet for motor bikes and a m ail auto- 
mobile, USD Print)* 

U AAgOU>TQWl provided evidence regarding bis spotting abilities 
dwrlsy the performmcea of the Veryorka Chorus in Munich during October 
1959* He himself established contact with VEHTOTKA and wife and two 
ambers of the grasp* One of hie unwitting informants, Ivan OMR NIT, 
established contact with a number of the chorus mmbere and AESOLGlfclWl 
sent CHORNIY to Stuttgart where be continued development of some of 
them* AffiOLS TEH-1 also elicited from other local emigres regarding 
their contacts and will dtbrlef another emigre who studied voice with 
VKHIQVKA in the Ukraine* A full report will be submitted ea soon as 
possible, together with other suggestions and ideas rrgardinf the use 
of AKHGLSTLR-1* In the mentimo, we forward as attachment A for Head- 
quarters information the report of contact with AEBOi*STBH-l, dated 29 
April I960, which provides some detail regarding contacts of Aibject 
end his informants with the Veryovka Chorus*

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X* A-l said the following about his contact with various Members 
of the Veryovka Chorus and regarding contacts with the chorus of other 
local Ukrainian emigres* 

A* A-l will write up his information and will pass it to 
Lundquist at a later date* However, he said the following* He met 
VEHIOVKA and wife (the latter, about 58-60 years old, is also a director 
of the choir) and two other members of the choir* He has autographs of 
all three people, but he passed the program, on which the autogr^hs 
appear, to Mrs. KO^AK who will return it in the near future* VEhYOVKA 
la deaeribed as ca 6b«46 years old , bom in East Ukraine, now lives In 
Kiev* He la still a very vigorous and dynamic man and haa traveled with 
the chorus in all cities of the UkSSR and the major cities of the HSFbR* 

A-l met them twice, for 10 end 15 minutes respectively while the chorus 
performed in Munich at the Bavaria Halle* 

B* A-l asked Ivan CHORNIY (see 189U file for data on him) to 
contact the chorus Independently and CHORNIY apparently achieved acme 
success* CHORNIY wrote s report of his contacts which A-J will get and 
lend us for copying* CHORNIY developed one contact so wall that they 
were on Du terms before the choir left Germany. A-l also sent CHORNIY 
to Stuttgart where the choir performed and he did a seemingly bang-tg> 
job there* CHORNIY got one of the choir members to write his name and 
true address under the following circumstances* The pertinent choir 
member said that his wife had appeared in Paris with still another 
chorus from the UkbSR and that the performance In Paris was recorded* 

He asked CHORNIY to procure a copy of the recording and have it mailed 
to the address he gave IC if he couldn't get the record to him while he 
was still in Germany* CHCRNIX procured the recording, passed it to A-l 
who, in turn, passed it to the UUAKC representative in Hmiburg, Dr* 

Bobdan BILDnCEVYCH* the latter, in turn, contact the Uke choir member 
whan the chorus performed in Hamburg and passed him the recording* In 
eaaea where addresses were obtained (of choir members in the Ukraine), 

A-l and his local compatriots were asked not to write to the choir members 
except for a greeting card on holidays* A-l and friends were asked that 
if they wanted to write otherwise, they should send the mail In care of 
the Ukraini* National Chorus in Kiev* 

N0T£i the Veryovka Chorus members said that the choir was scheduled 
to perform in Canada during September or October I960* 

C* Mrs* Olena YURCHENKO, who works with AnComLlb in Munich, 
and la an Eaax Ukrainian, contacted the chorus and discussed It generally 
with A-l* Since he did not have time to listen to the collate detailed 
story, she mentioned that she ~ild write up her story for him* He thought 
she was kidding and left, but several days later she presented him with 
the attached typewritten description of her contacts with the chorus* 

P ASICHNYT, mentioned in the report as the impressario of the choir from 
the Ukraine, is identified by A-l as Mykhaylo PAbICHNYY. 
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D* Tamara VARVAROVA of Munich also had contacts with the choir 
and A-l ✓as asked to get her story on her contacts* 

E* The wife of Rev* Palladiy DUBYTBCTT, of Munich f net person- 
ally with VERTOV KA at the Hotel Drel Loewen, where the choir was billeted 
during the three-day performance in Munich* She also contacted the choir 
during its performances* A-l said that Mrs* DUBTTSKTT probably is one of 
the few individuals now in the West who studied voice under VEhTOVKA in 
the Ukraine* A-l heard that VPatYOVKA has still another eoratudent friend 

now living in the USA Mrs* DUBYTSKYT can identify this individual and 

A-l was asked to get her to do so* 
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
